knowledge the application has not received any examination from an Examiner. 

In the present application filed on October 6, 2003, Applicant presents that all 

claims directed to a single invention. If the Office determines that all the claims 
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presented are not obviously directed to a single invention, Applicant will make 
an election without traverse. , 

Applicants have conducted a patentability search. The search covered the 
follow areas: 

Class 379, subclasses 114.01, 114.03, 114.05, 114.1, 114.13, 144.01, and 906 
Class 709, subclass 14 

Examiners M. Kemper of class 705, Duane Bost of class 379 were consulted 
regarding an appropriate field of search. In addition, examiner Chen was 
consulted for an extended search in class 379 to cover subclasses 144.01 and 906.

Advertising-subsidized PC-telephony 

A system subsidizes telephone calls over a network. The system includes a 
service provider that establishes a telephone call between a calling party terminal 
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and a called party terminal over the network. During the telephone call, the 
service provider causes at least one advertisement to be displayed at the calling, 
or called party terminal. At any time during, or after, the telephone call, the 
service provider generates a bill based on a subsidized billing rate related to the 
display of the at least one advertisement, (col. 2, lines 29-35; col. 3, lines 12-20.)

On-line advertising system and its method 

When a user accesses an advertisement on an on-line advertising system 
from a user terminal on the Internet using a WWW browser, an advertisement 
including the toll-free telephone number of a store is sent to the user terminal. 
When the user calls this toll-free telephone number, a toll-free call control system 
connects that call from the user to the store and, at the same time, obtains 
information on that access to the toll-free telephone number as log informations n 
This log information is posted to the service provider, and the service provider • i« 
analyzes the hit rate from this log information and the WWW browser access log. 
From this result, the on-line service provider or the advertiser can determine the 
effectiveness of that advertisement. (Col. 7, lines 5-11.)

System and method for real-time reporting of advertising effectiveness 
A telecommunications environment includes a switch for connecting calls 
placed by a caller in response to an advertising campaign. The advertising 
campaign is identified by a particular directory number (the "campaign 
number.") The switch monitors calling information related to the call and 
forwards that calling information to a data recorder. The calling information 
includes the directory number of the party placing the call, the directory number 
called, whether the call was connected, the duration of the call, and other 
information. The data recorder passes the calling information for each 
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advertising campaign to a web server where the calling information is accessible 
over the Internet. In this manner, a subscriber may connect to the web server 
over the Internet and request a report on the effectiveness of the advertising 
campaign, (col. 5, lines 18-44; col. 11, lines 44-53.)

Method for entrance telephone communication utilizing public 
subscriber telephone networks 

The patent discloses a solution to facilitate call charges to be divided more 
correctly, alternatively that call charges are eliminated /reduced (however, 
tenants may advantageously by means of the rent accept part of the fixed costs, 
since there are common functions; e.g. code lock is normally included), without 
imposing a complicated and more expensive administration for the landlord, for 
example by introducing a transaction memory, arranged to facilitate individual 
charging' of the tenants. Also, it is possible for tenants that permanently or 
temporarily wish to avoid entrance calls to completely avoid such calls by means 
of a programming operation and thus the non-fixed costs for entrance call 
charges, and with a totally protected integrity for all connected subscribers. 

The present application as claimed is not anticipated and is patentable 
over the references discussed above and the additional references enclosed 
because the independent claims include limitations that are not disclosed, 
suggested, or motivated by the foregoing references. 

More specifically, the claims include the limitation, or limitations similar 
thereto, of providing an advertisement on a media channel on behalf of an 
advertiser, the advertisement including one of a unique telephone number and a 
reference to the unique telephone number; and billing the advertiser for 
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telephone calls to the unique telephone number in accordance with a predefined 
billing model. 

None of the references enclosed disclose the limitations as specified above, 
and as are claimed by Applicant.
